Guislain. "A number of strong points and some prisoners were 
taken. Last night English troops made progress in the direction 
of Tombois Farm, 2 miles directly west of Lecatte, after several 
hours of hard fighting," the statement said. "Further north thej 
captured a group of strongly held trenches and strong points 
northwest of Vendhuille.

There will be a Naval Section of 


the Student Army Training Corps at 
Carnegie 
Tech and University of 


Pittsburgh. 
The detachment at Tech 


wi'l be enrolled to the strength of 150 
and at Pitt to the strength of 100.

ENROLL IN THE NAVY 


There will be a Naval Section of 


the Student Army Training Corps at 
Carnegie 
Tech and University of 


Pittsburgh. 
The detachment at Tech 


wi'l be enrolled to the strength of 150 
and at Pitt to the strength of 100. 
While no guarantee can be made the 
idea is to keep these students in col- 
lege to complete their education along 
lines qualifying them for officer ma- 
terial 
schools in the Navy. The 


length of time they remain at college 
will necessarily depend on the needs 
of the service but men will remain in 
college as long as the Naval Authori- 
ties can allow.
